FACILITIES, OUTDOOR. 

Perimeter fencing must be placed around all dangerous animals (large felines) and the fence should be not less than eight 
feet In height and a t least three feet from any primary enclosure. 

There were four tigers that were recently obtained, being housed in a transport trailer, however, the cages and perimeter 
fence were under construction. At the time of inspection, construction worker and welders were actively working on these 
facilities. It is expected that all animals meet the standards set forth by the Animal Welfare Act at all times. To be corrected

SPACE REQUIREMENTS. 

Enclosures shall be constructed and maintained so as to provide sufficient space to allow each animal to make norma! 
postural and social adjustments with adequate freedom of movement. 

Several animals were found to have housing/shelters that are not adequate for the size the animals. The animals must be 
able to make normal postural and social adjustments. Animals that were observed to have such housing were the four 
tigers in the transport trailer, one leopard, and the lions.
